BOMBS FROM AEROPLANES

Many Tribesmen in Morocco 
Camp Are Kiled by 


Frenchmen. 

PARIS. July 16.—How two military 
aeroplanes destroyed with bombs the 
inaccessible mountain stronghold of the 
Riata tribesmen in the Tasa region of 
Morocco is described in the dispatches 
which have just been received here. 

The tribesmen’s retreat had been lo- 
cated, and Gen. Gouraud sent out the 
two aeroplanes, one manned by Lieut 
Feierstein and Capt. Raymond and the 
other by Lieuts. Paretti and Morletis. 
The attacking parties carried four bombyw 
each. They speedily discovered the hid- 
ing place and dropped the bombs with 
such precision that the camp was de 
stroyed, many trit-esmen being killed. 

The aviators then made maps showing 
the position of the wastness which en- 
abled Gen. Gouraud to round up the 
natives who had escaped death by the 
bombs.

Secre- 
tary Saunders said Thursday that there 
had been a demand from many mem- 
bers of the league, representing all kinds 
of business in St. Louis, to send a com- 
mittee to Washington to see President 
Wilson. The demand was from both 
the small and large business houses, he 
said. 

In May the League passed a resolu- 
tion expressing the view that it would 
be inopportune for Congress to pass any 
more legislation regulating business at 
the present session. Copies of this 
resolution were sent to other commer- 
cial organizations throughout the coun- 
try, and to all. the Missouri Senators 
and Congressmen. 

The members of the league were re- 
quested to send in their answers by 
July 21. All the information is to be 
confidential. The questions asked were. 

1. Are business conditions good or 
bad in St. Loule? 

2. If they are unsatisfactory, what 
ia the cause or what are the causes?

Support for Congress.

State Senator Michael 
Kinney, Gill’sa arch-enemy, presided 
over the meeting, and Tom Egan, com- 
mitteeman for the Fifth Ward, sat be- 
side him. All the candidates who ap- 
peared were permitted to make short 
talks, and one man, not himself a can- 


‘didate, was permitted ts speak in be- 


half of an absent candidate for a minor 
office. 

Michaels, seeking to say a few words 
for Gill, who is in Washington, was 
emphatically informed that there was 
“nothing doing.” 

Meriwether Speaks. 

Lee Meriwether and John P. Collins, 
candidates for Congress, were the prin- 
cipal speakers. In introducing Meri- 
wether, Kinney declared that the Fifth 
Ward voters should use care in select- 
ing a congressional candidate. TWO 
years ago a very serious mistake was 
made, he said, referring to the nomi- 
nation of Gill. 

Meriwether asked the voters to look 
him and his opponents over at least as 
carefully as an employer would do if he 
were hiring a clerk or a bartender. He 
told how, when he was State Labor 
Commissioner, he went, dressed as a 
hobo, to the scene of a miners’ disturb- 
ance, and found that the employers were 
paying their men in “company money,” 
good only at the company store, where. 
high prices were charged. This investi- 
gation of Meriwether’s resulted in the 
passage of a law requiring all wages to 
be paid in lawful money. 

He also told how, as Labor Commis- 
sioner, he drew up the present law re- 
quiring street car companies to build 
vestibules to shelter motormen in win- 
ter, and how a sarcastic official of one 
of the companies asked whether he 
also wished the company to give the 
men pink lemonade and palm leaf fans 
in summer. 

Today.“ Meriwether said, the street 
car companies would not return to the 
barbarous old system if they could.“ 


Poor Are Patriotic. 

He said the people of the Twelfth 
District were being misjudged, if any- 
one thought that, because many „f 
them were poor, they were not patri- 
otic, and were not responsive to appeals 
made to their intellects and consciences. 

“A man in a humble home or in a 
10-cent lodging house,“ he said, ‘can 
be just as patriotic as a man in a 
West End mansion, and he is likely to 
be more 80.“ 

Collins began his speech by declaring 
that he had been assailed and maligned 
“by the assertion that I have nothing 
to recommend me for nomination ex- 
cept the support of the committee.“ 

He said he was proud to have the 
members of the committee as hie 
friends, but that he was making his 
campaign with the people. 

Collins said he believed in the doctrine 
which Meriwether had just been preach- 
ing, that no man can get money without 
earning it unlesa some other man earns 
money without getting it. He added 
that he had earned all he had acquired, 
and that he had been an “unpaid mis- 
sionary, 85 days in the year, for the 
Democratic party.“ 

Avoids Some Charges. 

He mentioned a letter printed in a 
Wednesday morning paper, which con- 
tained several charges against him. He 
said he did not delieve the letter was 
written by the man who signed it, James 
L. Edgar of 1548 South Compton avenue. 
He did not answer any of the charges 
made in the letter, except the one which 
related to his party regularity. He said 
he had always voted the Democratic 
ticket. He did not mention the charge 
that he had been interested in a lottery.

UNDER INQUIRY 


Head of “Plucking Board” Tells 
Committee Five Men De- 
tracted From Efficiency. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Rear Admi- 
ral Knight, head of the “naval plucking” 
board, which annually orders the com- 
pulsory retirement of many high officers 
in the navy, told the House Naval Com- 
mittee today that Capt. John H. Gib- 
been and four other navy Captains re- 
cently retired, had added absolutely 
nothing to the efficiency of the navy, 
but detracted from efficiency. The com- 
mittee is investigating the operations of 
the board. 

Admiral Knight said that while Capt. 
Gibbon’s record was flawless, he had 
been at sea only three years out of the 
previous 13 and had contributed nothing 
materia] to the advancement of naval 
science. He said the law under which 
plucking was done almost compelled the 
plucking of Gibbon. 

There was reference in the committee 
to a suggestion that certain officers had 
been pot oe or „marked“ for pluck- 
ing. A bill to reinstate Capt. Gibbon is 
pending. 

Many Enter Protests. 
Numerous maval officers recently re- 
tired by the board have appealed to 
members of Congress in an effort to 
have their cases reopened with a view 
to restoration to active service. Friends 
of Capt. Gibbon in and out of Congress 
have protested that his plucking“ was 
unfair to him and to the naval service. 
Other cases are in prospect. 

The naval committees of the Senate 
and House already have voted to report 
a bill restoring Capt. Templin M. Potts. 
A report is ready to be filed in the 
House from the Naval Committee insist- 
ing upon restoration of Commodore T. 
E. Dewitt Veeder, retired four years ago 
by a “plucking board.“ He commanded 
the special service squadron in the Span- 
ish-American War and contends that his 
performance then was not presented to 
the “plucking board, and that it should 
have justified his promotion to Rear 
Admiral His friends contend that he 
was plucked' because it had been 
claimed he was overbearing in the 
service. 
Plucking Generally Approved. 

Capt. Potts had testified before the 
House Naval Committee that naval of- 
ficers generally approve the plucking 
system as a means of creating a flow of 
promotions, that past selections have 
generally been approved by officers, but 
that whether the reasons were good in 
each case was another question. He 
contended that his plucking was unjust. 
He sald he had been detached for shore 
duty after 10 months as Captain, and 
then the department reised the question 
of insufficient séa service. 
J had more service in the aggregate 
of my naval career than three members 
of the plucking board had,” he said. 
Capt. Potts had been Governor of 
Guam, commander of the cruiser Des 
Moines, had years of other sea experi- 
énce, and the lest 10 months’ service was 
as captain of the battleship Louisiana. 
He said he was slated for Rear Admiral, 
but Secretary Daniels declared that 10 
months as captain was not enough.

The deposition of the Baroness 
Ursula Barbara von Kalinowski of 
Wiesbaden, Germany, in her $2,500,000 
breach of promise suit against Michael 


J. Hurley of St. Louis, was filed in 
the Federal court Thursday. It con- 
tains 76,000 words, which means that it 
is two and one-half times as long as 
one of the annual presidential messages 
ot Theodore Roosevelt, who used to 
write some pretty long messages. 

Several, chapters of the romance of 
the “Baroness, as told in the first part 
of the deposition, have been printed in 
the In Dispatch. The deposition was 
taken ty New York upon the gnotion of 
W. Christy Bryan, Hurley’s lawyer, 
who filed the deposition here. 

The remaining parts of the deposition 
relate to the expense which she says 
she underwent in preparation for her 
intended marriage to Hurley, and in 
traveling to the United States after, as 
she alleges, he had disappointed her as 
to a ceremony at her home. 

Am Expensive Voyage. 

She testified that it cost $15,000 for her 
and her brother to make the journey to 
St. Louis, and that she spent between 
$25,000 and $30,000 in the United Stataa. 
aside from hotel bills. )

her to render an itemized account. Shs 
told what she could from memory :r her 
testimony.

She said there was a yel- 
low dress with gold beads and genuine 
yelvet, which cost 75, and dresses for 
street wear, lace shawls, everything im- 
aginable She had eight evening gowns, 
more than 14 gowns, four street dresses 
and a number of summer dresses. One, 
a white silk, with light blue gauze and 
silk fringes, cost $500. 

In the $10,000 was included a silver 
toilet set which cost $250, a feather fan 
which cost $750, 24 pairs of gloves which 
cost $ a pair, six umbrellas and sun- 
shades which cost from $60 to $75 each, 
12 pairs of the most expensive shoes that 
could be purchased, costing not less 
than $10 a pair; six pairs of evening 
ball slippers costing from $15 to $20 a 
pair, and hand-embroidered bridal shoes 
which cost $50. 

Tea Gown Cost 8626. 

She had altogether about 18 to 20 pairs 
of shoes, including slippers. She had 24 
pairs of stockings, which cost from $10 
to $15 a pair. A tea gown which was 
purchased by her mother at her special 
request cost $625. She had four or five 
others, each of which cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $20. They were of heavy 
silk with real lace. A black brocade 
evening wrap cost $150, a pink one $250, 
and a blue one $500.

In the will Hallock’s widow was 
named as sole beneficiary with the ex- 
ception of $1000, which was bequeathed i 
to the foreign mission board of the 
Methodist Church. She died last Febru- 
ary without a will. Her three children 
and several grandchildren are the pres- 
ent heirs of the estate. 

A petition was filed by Administrator 
Nall in behalf of Mrs, Annie Cramer, a 
daughter, and Newton . Hallock, a 
nephew, against Ross Hallock, alleging 
that $47,800 worth of stock of the Hal- 
Icck Realty Co. and a deed to a 20 
acre farm in Scotland County, Mo., 
worth $100 an acre, should be included 
as assets of the Rev. Mr, Hallock’s 
estate. 

Ross - Hallock denies there was any- 
thing to administer and said this was 
the reason he did not file the will. He 
testified that shortly before the elder 
Hallock’s death he transferred the 
realty stock to his daughter, Mrs. Bessie 
Lame, who, in turn, transferred it to 
her mother. Subsequently Mrs. Hallock 
transferred it to Ross. The deed to the 
farm property was in the nature of a 
quitclaim, Mrs. Hallock retaining a life 
interest, her son said.
